STATION PROFILE - WCFJ - 1470, Ford Heights, IL 


The early 1960's challenged America's radio industry. Television eroded 
audiences, and to survive, radio executives groped for listener grabbers. A few 
urban stations tried a Black (or "Negro" in that era) rhythm and blues format - 
to tap this huge and mostly ignored audience. The rhythm and blues format, 
whose acceptance unexpectedly cut across ethnic and economic boundaries, 
instantly rocketed moribund AM stations back into the cherished ratings. 


In Chicago, four stations jumped, within months of each other, onto the R & 

B format. One, tiny WON - 1400 ("Voice of the Negro"), a 1000 watt Cicero 
station, crested the ratings for several years, in the shadow of Chicago's 
50,000 watt clear channel giants. Also, around Chicago, 1000 watt daytimer, 
WIPC - 950, and WBEE - 1570, a south suburban sunrise to sunset broadcaster 
located in Harvey, whose directional signal fortunately blanketed America's 
second largest city, dumped prior programming for the format which today is 
called “Urban Contemporary". 


The forth Chicagcland R & B station, little WMPP - 1470, licensed to the far 
south settlement of East Chicago Heights, and its successor, WCFJ, are the 
topic of this profile. 


WMPP signed on the air as a 1000 watt daytime station from studios in an 
undistinguished single story brick building at 1000 Lincoln Highway, in the 
gritty, blue collar village of East Chicago Heights, about 25 miles south of 
the Loop. As East Chicago Heights is remote from any of the regions commuter 
rail lines, few of its residents travel to jobs in Chicago. Most earn their 
livelihoods in local industry, including a Ford Motor Company assembly plant. 
Within the past few years, the name of the town, atop several rolling hills, 
was changed to Ford Heights, because of its primary employer and property tax 
payer. 


WHPP's first owner, the Seaway Broadcasting Company, sensitive to the impact 
created by the region's heavy industry - the steel mills along Lake Michigan 
and the automotive assembly plants - selected the call to mean “Work Makes 
People Progress". The station's extremely directional signal, aired from six in 
line towers in the nearby hamlet of Crete, covers Gary, and East Chicago, 
Indiana, as well as the sprawling South Chicago region. Here was a ready market 
for the urban contemporary sound of the new station. 


Chief Engineer Quintelle McDuffie, today over 70 years old, put the station 
on the air. Thirty years after getting WMPP on the air, he still provides 
essential technical expertise to the station, 


Faced with WVON's popularity - it later moved from 1400 khz to 1390 khz with 
$000 watts' power - and additional competition from stations with a stronger 
signals, WMPP never achieved resounding success. It vas sold in the mid 1970's, 
and the second owner went to a Black Gospel format, with National Black Network 
news feed. In 1982, WMPP applied for a CP for 1000 watts at night. Two more 
towers were erected at the Crete site, and the station began full time 
operation. Interestingly, the night pattern requires but three towers. The much 
tighter daytime pattern had to protect neighboring WFXW - 1480, in Geneva, and 
several stations on 1470 including WMBD, Peoria, KWSL, Sioux City, IA., and 
WEMF, Flint, MI. 
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In 1982, a South Chicago basement was the scene of a seeningly unrelated 
event which vould later have a profound effect on the financially struggling 
WMPP. Dr. Clifford E. Turner founded his Liberty Temple Full Gospel Church in 
his mother in law's house, and services were held in the basement. The 
neighbors attended his service, liked his praise of the Lord, and his 
congregation moved to a nearby larger house, which Dr. Turner turned into a 
church, When a few hundred people were regularly attending his charismatic 
preaching, he moved his flock to progressively bigger quarters at 110th and 
Perry and 111th and Indiana, in South Chicago. His congregation grew to over 
7000 Christians and the Liberty Temple occupied its present church at 2233 West 
79th Street. A second church has been founded in Waukegan, 40 miles away. The 
West 79th Street sanctuary accommodates 2500 seated faithful, and the Profiles 
editor was advised "To get a seat come early!", The Apostle Turner preaches 
from 11:00am to 2:00pm @ach Sunday, holds a bible study each Wednesday, and 
conducts a two hour Evangelical and Deliverance service on Friday nights. All 
services are standing room only, and all services are broadcast in their 
entirety over 1470. 

In 1987, WHPP and the Liberty Temple Full Gospel Church came together. Dr. 
Turner, to realize his vision of a world outreach winistry and offer the city 
of Chicago a Christian alternative, purchased WMPP. He applied for the call 
WCFJ “Winning Chicagoland for Jesus", and dumped the prior owner's Black gospel 
format. Of course, WCFJ carries all Liberty Temple services, with the WCFT 
legal ID quietly slipped in on the hour! 
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In addition to tne Apostle Turner's services, *"WCFJ - AM 1-4-7-0, Ford 
Heights - Chicago, the Ministry of Excellence® offers many teaching prograns, 
and a play liet of Christian contemporary music, ranging from instrumental and 
gospel selections to Christian rock and even a little rap. The music is heard 
on Morning, Afternoon, and Evening "Praise Cruises", and at other times when 
teaching programs are not heard. Station Manager - Evangelist Darryl Chavers 
hosts the morning drive Praise Cruise, which is a delightful mix of upbeat, 
inspirational Christian music. Listeners are encouraged to call the wcFJ 
request line to hear their favorite selections. 


The teaching programs come from numerous evangelists. A novel highlight is 
Dr. Turner's Drama Ministry, aired several times daily. The word of God is 
broadcast through real life family dramas in his "Gospel Theatre". Dr. Turner 
also airs his hour long "Family Restoration Clinic" each afternoon at 1:00pm. 
The Family Restoration Clinic works listeners through, with God's help, a 
myriad of common family problems. 


WCFJ broadcast weekdays from 5:00am to midnight. The station employs seven 
people, including full and part time help. Found at 1090 Lincoln Highway is the 
control room, with gateway Board, a production studio, an additional studio, 
office space, and an extensive collection of contemporary Christian recordings. 
The building is being extensively renovated, to nake up fer years of neglect by 
the former owners. 


WCFJ, unlike many stations airing religion, is indeed a Christian station 
owned and operated by Christians. this commitment is very evident in WcFJ's 
programming.

Opening Day

Bob talked about 
his philosophy regarding the beautiful music 
format heard on WJIB, WKBR, and soon on 
WNEB, With the departure of beautiful music 
from FM as dictated by ratings and marketing 
to younger age groups, Bob believes he's 
providing an essential service with a 
nonaggressive format that's a radio listener's 
haven from the craziness of the world today. 
Indeed, WJIB ratings are climbing, with 
listeners from ali age groups as evidenced by 
the Monday afternoon all-request beautiful 
music program on WJIB.

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Sunday Morning Think Tank 

John Bowker and Mike Lantz went to 
work early Sunday morning, recording a 
Travetlog segment for the DX Audio Service 
live from the 1994 NRC Convention. Then it 
was time for the DX Audio Service verbal quiz 
with quizmaster John Bowker presiding. This 
was both interesting and fun. Everyone was 
given a numbered card, and like in a silent 
auction, we were required to raise the card to 
be recognized before answering a question. A 
wrong answer was worth -1 point, 50 caution 
was advised! John Sampson, Bob Lavigne, 
and Frank Merrill were the top Scorers. 

Before the consortium had a chance to 
rest, I hit them with the written quiz. 
Although most of the answers could be found 
by studying the convention program book and 
aircheck tape beforehand, with the exception 
of a number of questions about stations 
outside the northeast, our perennial aces Frank 
Merrill and Pau} Mount were stumped. While 
no one got a perfect score, Ernie Cooper and 
Scott Fybush made the grade for top honors. 
The quiz included easy trivia questions like 
naming the location of KCHS-1400 (Truth Or 
Consequences, NM), and more difficult 
questions about New Hampshire's first 
commerciafly licensed radio stations (WKAV 
Laconia and WEAQ Berlin). After having been 
subjected to many of these quizzes myself at 
past conventions, { enjoyed not being on the 
receiving end this time, and observing others 
as they shook their heads in despair. 


Reception Report Seminar 

After the quizzes, an expert panel was 
assembled to discuss the problems 
encountered in obtaining verification of 
reception. The panelists were iong-time 
NKCers Ernie Cooper, Dave Schmidt, and 
John Malicky. 

With well over 4000 veries to his credit, 
Ernie discussed what he likes to include in a 
reception report. While it is generally known 
that most radio stations no longer log when 
and what songs are piayed,  Emie 
recommended including a list of songs heard, 
believing that the D) or person running the 
station at the time would remember if it was 
something they played. it also helps in 
identifying the station by format. Other 
reconumendations were to add some personat 
notes, rather than just presenting the facts, and 
only include positive comments about the 
programming. Ernie's farthest low power 
catch? -- HP5C-730 Panama, at 100 watts, 
logged in Brooklyn, NY back in the good-old 
days. 

Musings editor Dave Schmidt works as 
an engineer for many stations, and has 
conducted several DX tests. So he's seen his 
share of reports, both good and bad. Dave 
finds the use of HAM radio “Q" terminology 
and the SINPO code to be upsetting and 


useless to the non-DXer that may be reading 
your reception report. And then there are 
those reports like one he received claiming the 
reception of code IDs after the station had 
signed-off. lf the report is for a tentative 
reception, be sure to say that you aren't sure of 
reception in your report. Referring to DX tests, 
Dave mentioned that exact details aren't 
always necessary. Just stating the time when 
[Ds or code were heard without a word for 
word precise transcription is OK, as long as 
the facts you do include are accurate and 
verifiable. Dave mentioned from experience 
that he can usually tell when a report is a fake. 

John Malicky has had the experience of 
visiting a number of radio stations and 
introducing them to the DX hobby. Many 
small town stations are running on extremely 
low budgets. For example, at a studio site 
John visited recently, only one person was 
running the AM, FM, and answering phones. 
So courtesy and patience are worthy virtues to 
keep in mind when contacting a radio station. 
Certainly, including a copy of The Broadcaster's 
Guide To DX with your report is a good idea if 
not addressed to a known verie signer or 
someone familiar with the hobby. 


WBZ Transmitter Site Tour 

A smaller version of the NRC convoy 
made the trip to Boston's south shore for a tour 
of the WBZ-1030 transmitier site on Sunday 
afternoon. WBZ engineer Bob Hess and TV 
engineer Dan Brown led the tour and 
answered our questions. Bob provided’ us 
with QSL cards, and a nice package about the 
history of the site, complete with photographs 
and a copy of the original license. On the site 
are the two WBZ towers beaming the signal 
west so power isn't wasted covering the 
Atlantic ocean. The poles that used to support 
the rhombic antennas of WBOS shortwave are 
also still standing around the site, although 
WBOS shortwave went off-the-air sometime in 
the 1960s. WBZ alternates between their two 
Harris transmitters on a weekty basis, so that 
both transmitters will age evenly, rather than 
just using one transmitter and reserving the 
other for backup. A third backup transmitter 
and antenna are located at the radio and 
television studio site on Soldiers Field Road in 
Boston. WBZ is stil broadcasting in AM 
stereo, even though it's not promoted with 
their present news/talk format. 

Midwestern DXers enjoyed seeing the 
ocean and the smell of salt air during the WBZ 
trip. The trip aiso took us through the center 
of Boston, where some stopped on the way 
back for a visit to Tower Records. Thanks to 
Bob Hess and Dan Brown for their hospitality, 
and hats off to WBZ newswriter and NRCer 
Scott Fybush for making the arrangements.
